Following three selections by the Choristers, 
directed by Mr. Lloyd Blackman, Mr. Robert 
Usher, Chairman of the Collegiate Board, gave the 
chairman's address.

In May, 1956, educational history was made in Sask¬ 
atchewan when the Collegiate Board instituted the post 
of Superintendent of Regina Collegiates, our city being 
the first in the province to establish this office. It is 
expected that this innovation will do much to integrate 
and otherwise improve the work of the Regina Col 
legiates, whose number and student population are grow¬ 
ing by leaps and bounds. 

Central Collegiate can take pride in the fact that the 
man chosen for this important position is T. W. Hunt, 
Principal of Central for the past ten years. Mr. Hunt 
has had a long and distinguished career in education in 
this province. A graduate of Saskatchewan University, 
he began teaching in Regina in Connaught school in 
1921. Three years later he joined the staff of Central 
Collegiate as a Science teacher, specializing in Biology, 
and continued to serve in this capacity until his appoint¬ 
ment to the principalship in 1946. During his principal- 
ship he was for some years a member of the Senate of 
Saskatchewan University, representing for Saskatche¬ 
wan Teachers’ Federation. He is thus highly qualified 
as an educator and administrator for his work as Superintendent of Collegiates. 

Throughout his years in Central Collegiate, Mr. Hunt has enjoyed the esteem of the hundreds 
of students who have come and gone, and of his colleagues, past and present. The best wishes of Central 
go with him for success and happiness in his new position.
